(AP) - Missouri had 34 new 
state senatorial districts today, 17, in the metroplitan St. 
Louis and Kansas City areas and 17 in outstate Missouri.

bipartisan senatorial redistricting commission filed its final 
maps and census tracts with secretary of State James C. 
Kirkpatrick late Monday. 


Former Rep. Alfred A. Speer, R-Glendale, co-chairman

apportionment would give Republicans a chance to pick 
up possibly five seats in the Senate, which is Democratic 
now, 25-9. 


The secretary of state disagreed. Kirkpatrick said if 
Democrats run as well in the new districts as Gov. Warren 
E. Hearnes did in 1968, they could dominate the Senate,

A House redistricting commission failed and left the 
job of apportioning the 163 House seats to the six Supreme 
Court commissioners. 
In 
the new 25th of southeastern Missouri, two 
incumbents were thrown together and would have to run 
against each other next year. They are Sens. J. F. 
Patterson, D-Caruthersville, president pro tern of the 
Senate, and Nelson B. Tinnin, D-Hornersville. 
The 1971 legislature failed to set up new congressional 
districts and that task is now in the hands of a special 
threejudge federal court panel. 
In outstate Missouri, the final senatorial map made no 
changes from previously announced boundaries except to 
correct mistakes in district numbers which would have 
thrown two senators out of their jobs at the end of their 
present terms next year. 
The original plan announced earlier would have put 
Sens. A. Basey Van-landingham, D-Columbia, and William 


J. Cason, D-Clinton, into even-numbered districts which 
do not elect until 1974. But Cason and Vanlandingham are 
serving in oddnumbered districts and their terms expire 
next yesr. 


Cason is majority floor leader in the Senate, having 
succeeded Valandingham in that job. 
In their final version, members of the commission gave 
all senators their present district numbers, including Sen. 
Earl R. Blackwell, D-Hillsboro. 


Originally he would have been put in an odd-numbered 
district, which would have forced him to choose between 
giving up his race for the Democratic nomination for 
governor or running for senator. He has two more years to 
serve in his present 22nd district. 


Sen. Omer N. Avery, DpTroy, now serves the 21st 
district and his term ends next year. But he was thrown 
into the new 18th of northeastern Missouri, where Sen. 
Norman L. Merrell, D-Monticello, still has two years to 
serve. 


Avery has not indicated whether he would run again. 
In Jackson County, the commission shifted most of 
the 12th ward into the 9th district of aging Sen. Edgar J. 
Keating, DKansas City, so he could run again from the 9th 
if he chooses to do so. The 12th ward is controlled by Rep. 
William R. Royster, D-Kansas City. 


Four districts were drawn in the final version with no 
incumbents — the 5th in St. Louis city, the 2nd in St. 
Louis and St. Charles counties and the 21st and 23rd in 
outstate Missouri. 


Sen. Raymond Howard, D-St. Louis, represents the old 
5th and he was quick to file for reelection in the new 5th. 
Howard, the second black man elected to the Senate, 
said he would move his residence in downtown St. Louis 
so he would be in the new district. He said 90 per cent of 
the district is new to him but he felt he knew the black 
people there and could represent them. 


The committee filed its report in the form of legal 
descriptions and census tract maps but said in case of any 
mistakes, the census tracts and the map boundaries would 
prevail.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The first outline 
of President Nixon’s post-freeze economic 
program will be sketched by the end of 
September, but it may be weeks later before 
it takes final form. 
A task force headed by Herb Stein, a 
member of Nixon’s Council of Economic 
Advisers, will be ready by the end of the 
month with recommendations on what 
should follow the freeze, administration 
officials said. The recommendations will 
then be submitted to the Cost of Living 
Concil. 
T he 
council, 
headed 
by 
Treasury 
Secretary John B. Connally and includi n 
top administration economists, will shape 
the recommendations for President Nixon. 
Other than to say the wageprice program 
after the freeze must contain some form of 
c o n tro l, 
administration 
officials 
have 
carefrilly avoided details of what will result. 
“It’s to. early now to prejudge what 
Phase 2 will be,” Dr. Paul McCracken, 
chaigman of the Council of Economic 
Advisers, told a Senate-House Economic 
Committee Monday. He said it would be a 
"little less severe than the freeze we have at 
the present time,” but "it will have to be 
something with some clout.” 


Nixon's 90-day freeze on wages, prices 
and rents, announced Aug. 15 expires Nov. 
13. 
"We will have to find the intermediate 
ground 
where 
the 
pricing 
system can 
function,” McCracken said. 
But he refused to be pinned down on 
what is under consideration, saying only that 
a wage-price review board with some legal 
powers is one, but not necessarily the only, 
possibility. 
McCracken also refused to say whether 
p ro fits 
would 
be 
considered 
in 
the 
post-freeze restraintes, but added that the 
only way profits could be approached is 
through "the tax route.” A tax on profits, 
however, would weaken incentive in the 
economy, he said. 


As a result of Nixon’s economic package, 
McCracken said, a half-million jobs will be 
created and gross national product-output of 
the nation’s goods and services—will increase 
an additional $15 billion in noninflated 
dollars next year. 
But Rep. Wright Patman, chairman of the 
House Banking and Currency Committee, 
said the wage-price freeze will accomplish 
little in its 90 days.

(AP) — Stephen Bingham, the 
young attorney who visited Soiedad Brother George 
Jackson at San Quentin Prison just before Jackson’s 
escape attempt, was charged today with five counts of 
murder. Jackson and five other persons were slain in the 
Aug. 21 incident. 

Bruce Bales announced at a 
news conference that he has filed a four-page affidavit 
accusing Bingham, 29, with murder in the slayings of three 
prison guards and two convicts. 
Bales said an 
all-points bulletin was issued for 
Bingham’s arrest. 
Bingham, grandson of the late former Connecticut 
Gov. and U.S. Sen. Hiram Bingham, visited Jackson 
shortly before prison authorities said the black convict 
pulled a 9 millimeter pistol from a wig and triggered the 
escape. 
Jackson was shot to death by a tower guard as, prison 
officails said, he sprinted from the maximum security 
Adjustment Center where the five others had been 
slain—shot or their throats slashed. 
"As a result of interviews with many witnesses and 
studying many reports on this case, I reached the 
conclusion that there is no other way Jackson could have 
gotten the death gun but during his visit with Bingham 
just prior to the outbreak of violence,” Bales told 
newsmen.

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Midlands Tops 
In Football

CHICAGO (AP) — The sprawling Midlands football cauldron, fed mainly by the Big 
Ten, Big Eight and bristling independent Notre Dame, bubbled over into seven bowl 
games last fall and produced Nebraska of the Big Eight as the nation’s No. 1 collegiate 
team. 
Nebraska, returning many regulars from its 17-12 Orange Bowl conquest of Louisiana 
State, and Cotton Bowl champion Notre Dame rate as co-favorites for the mythical 
national title in 1971. 
The Big Ten, which sent champion Ohio State to ajarring Rose Bowl upset by 
Stanford, appears headed for a more wide open conference race this season. 
Michigan and Northwestern, last year’s deadlocked runnersup, to Ohio State, may 
clear the Big Ten championship air as early as Sept. 11 when they m eet at Evanston, 111. 
Irrepressible Woody Hayes, 21-season dean of Big Ten coaches, still may bounce back 
despite graduating one of his greatest Ohio State clubs. 
Last season, the Big Eight sent Oklahoma runnerup behind Nebraska, to the 
Bluebonnet Bowl and a 24-24 tie with Alabama, and Colorado to a 17-3 Liberty Bowl 
setback by Tulane. 
If quarterbacking is the key to success, Nebraska Coach Bob Devaney is well fortified 
in his national title defense as the Cornhuskers play a unique 12game schedule, winding up 
at Hawaii Dec. 4. 
Veteran sharpshooter Jerry Tagge is back, supported by seasoned and skilled Van 
Brownson, to lead the crushing Husker attack. 
On the other hand, Notre Dame’s Ara Parseghian has a most pressing problem in 
replacing Joe Theismann a scampering triggerman who will be sorely missed by brilliant 
passcatching Tom Gatewood. Nevertheless, Gatewood is a top All-American candidate 
along with Irish defensive stars Clarence Ellis, Walt Patulski and Mike Kadish. 
Quarterback also is a problem for Michigan’s Bo Schembechle, who lost talented Don 
Moorehead, and Ohio S tate’s Hayes, whose keenest lost among an outstanding Buckeye 
squad was ball-handier Rex Kern. 
If Northw estern’s Alex Agase, named Coach of 1970 by the Football Writers of 
America, has a Big Ten title chance, it probably rides on the arm of the league’s best 
returning quarterback, Maury Daigneau, who formed the Big T en’s top aerial combination 
last season with returning flanker Barry Pearson. 
The Mid-American Conference should again be dom inated by Toledo, which scored a 
third straight Tangerine Bowl triumph last season and ran up the nation’s longest major 
winning streak, 23 games. Toledo’s only loss was head Coach Francis X. Lauterbur who 
left for greener Big Ten pastures at Iowa. 
Last year’s seventh Midlands bowl team was Louisville, which played a 24-24 tie with 
Long Beach State in the Pasadena Bowl and appears solid enough to retain the Missouri 
Valley Conference title. The MVC swells to seven members this season with addition of 
Drake and West Texas State. 
Both the Big Ten and Big Eight unveil two new coaches. In the Big Ten, Lauterbur 
makes his debut at Iowa along with erstwhile Ivy League kingpin Bob Blackman of 
Dartm outh, who tries to rekindle Illinois’ fading football fortunes. 
In the Big Eight, the new leaders are Don Fambrough at Kansas and Al Onofio at 
Missouri. 
Among the Midwest independents, Notre Dame’s Fighting Irish should pick up where 
they left off last season—with a 24-11 C otton Bowl triumph which shattered Texas’ 30-game 
winning streak. 
A sentimental independent contender will be Marshall, trying to erase the tragic blow 
of having almost its entire team and coaching staff killed in a 1970 plane crash. 
In the Big Ten, it is unlikely that Coach Hayes will come up with another Ohio State 
sophomore club like that which stormed to the nati onal title in 1968, 
Thus the Big Ten, also unveiling a new commissioner in Wayne Duke who shifted from 
the top post of the Big Eight to succeed the late Bill Reed, could produce a wide-open 
race. 
Michigan, with fleet running backs in Billy Taylor, Glenn Doughty and Fritz Seyferth, 
may be the team to beat, closely pressed by Northwestern, Michigan State, and perhaps 
Wisconsin, Purdue or Illinois. 
Like Wisconsin, with Neil Graff, Minnesota also could make a stir with a solid 
quarterback, Carig Curry, the Big T en’s total offense leader last season. 
Michigan State could be a sleeper with a good m ixture of veterans and sophomores, 
including seasoned quarterbacks Mike Rasmussen and George Mihaiu, and elusive Eric 
“The Flea” Allen. 
It’s hard to envision a stumble for defending national champion Nebraska, but it could 
happen in the Big Eight finale against Oklahoma if the Cornhuskers don’t get frisked by 
Colorado three weeks earlier. 
Oklahoma has a batch of talent back from the 1970 Sooner club which finished 7-4, but 
needs more aerial yardage from quarterback Jack Mildren, a smooth tri pie optioi 
practicioner. lColorado looks strongest among the rest of the Big Eight. The Buffs break 
in new quarterback Ken Johnson to steer two big fine backs, John Key worth, 225, and 
John Traver, 220,

Redistricting Complete 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) - Missouri had 34 new 
stair senatorial districts today, 17, in the m etroplitan St. 
Louis and Kansas City arras and 17 in outstate Missouri. 


They 
became 
effective 
Immediately 
when 
the 
bipartisan senatorial redistricting commission filed its final 
maps and census tracts with secretary of State James C. 
Kirkpatrick late Monday. 


Former Hep. Alfred A. Speer, H-Olendale, co-chairman 
o f 
th e 
commission, 
said 
he 
thought 
the 
final 
apportionm ent would give Republicans a chance to pick 
up possibly five seats in the Senate, which is Democratic 
now, 25-9. 


The secretary of state disagreed. Kirkpatrick said if 
Democrats run as well in the new districts as Gov. Warren 
E. Hearnes did in 1968, they could dominate the Senate, 
313. 


He 
commended 
the 
bipartisan 
commission 
for 
finishing its job and said it was evidence such a system 
could deal fairly with both parties. 


A House redistricting commission failed and left the 
job of apportioning the 163 House seats to the six Supreme 
Court commissioners. 
In 
the 
new 
25th of southeastern Missouri, two 
incum bents were thrown together and would have to run 
against each other next year. They are Sens. J. F. 
Patterson, D-Caruthersville, president pro tern of the 
Senate, and Nelson B. Tinnin, D-Hornersville. 
The 1971 legislature failed to set up new congressional 
districts and that task is now in the hands of a special 
threejudge federal court panel. 
In outstate Missouri, the final senatorial map made no 
changes from previously announced boundaries except to 
correct mistakes in district numbers which would have 
thrown two senators out of their jobs at the end of their 
present terms next year. 
The original plan announced earlier would have put 
Sens. A. Basey Van-landingham, D-Columhia, and William 


J. Cason, D-Clinton, into even-numbered districts which 
do not elect until 1974. But Cason and Vanlandingham are 
»erving in oddnumbered districts and their terms expire 
next year. 


Cason is majority floor leader in the Senate, having 
succeeded Valandingham in that job. 
In their finsl version, members of the commission gave 
all senators their present district numbers, including Sen. 
Earl R. Blackwell, D Hillsboro. 


Originally he would have been put in an odd-numbered 
district, which would have forced him to choose between 
giving up his race for the Democratic nomination for 
governor or running for senator. He has two more years to 
serve in his present 22nd district. 


Sen. Omer N. Avery, DpTroy, now serves the 21st 
district and his term ends next year. But he was thrown 
into the new 18th of northeastern Missouri, where Sen. 
Norman L. Merrell, D-Monticello, still has two years to 
serve. 


Avery has not indicated whether he would run again. 
In Jackson County, the commission shifted most of 
the 12th ward into the 9th district of aging Sen. Edgar J. 
Keating, DKansaa City, so he could run again from the 9th 
if he chooses to do so. The 12th ward is controlled by Rep. 
William R. Royster, D-Kansas City. 


Four districts were drawn in the final version with no 
incumbents — the 5th in St. Louis city, the 2nd in St. 
Louis and St. Charles counties and the 21st and 23rd in 
outstate Missouri. 


«Sen. Raymond Howard, D-St. Louis, represent* the old 
5th and he was quick to file for reelection in the new 5th. 
Howard, the second black man elected to the Senate, 
said he would move his residence in downtown St. Louis 
so he would be in the new district. He said 90 per cent of 
the district is new to him but he felt he knew the black 
people there and could represent them. 


The committee filed its report in the form of legal 
descriptions and census tract maps but said in case of any 
mistakes, the census tracts and the map boundaries would 
prevail. 


Here is the makeup of the outstate districts, by 
counties: 


District 12 - Atchison, Holt, Andrew, Nodaway, 
Worth, Harrison, Daviess, Caldwell, Mercer, G rundy, 
Putnam, Sullivan, Schuyler, Scotland and Adair.

18 — Clark, Knox, Lewis, Shelby, Marion, Monroe, 
Ralls, Audrain, Pike and Lincoln.

Midlands Tops 
In Football 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
CHICAGO (AP) — The sprawling Midlands football cauldron, fed mainly by the Big 
Ten, Big Eight and bristling independent Notre Dame, bubbled over into seven bowl 
games last fall and produced Nebraska of the Big Eight as the nation’s No. 1 collegiate 
team. 
Nebraska, returning many regulars from its 17-12 Orange Bowl conquest of Louisiana 
State, and Cotton Bowl champion Notre Dame rate as co-favorites for the mythical 
national title in 1971. 
The Hip Ten, which sent champion Ohio State to ajarring Rose Bowl upset by 
Stanford, appears headed for a more wide open conference race this season. 
Michigan and Northwestern, last year’s deadlocked runnersup, to Ohio State, may 
clear the Big Ten championship air as early as Sept. 11 when they meet at Evanston, III. 
Irrepressible Woody Hayes, 21-season dean of Big Ten coaches, still may bounce back 
despite graduating one of his greatest Ohio State clubs. 
Last season, the Big Eight sent Oklahoma runnerup behind Nebraska, to the 
Bluebonnet Bowl and a 24-24 tie with Alabama, and Colorado to a 17-3 Liberty Bow’l 
setback by Tulane, 
If quarterbacking is the key to success, Nebraska Coach Bob Devaney is well fortified 
in his national title defense as the Cornhuskers play a unique 12game schedule, winding up 
at Hawaii Dec. 4. 
Veteran sharpshooter Jerry Tagge is back, supported by seasoned and skilled Van 
Brownson, to lead the crushing Husker attack. 
On the other hand, Notre Dame’s Ara Parseghian has a most pressing problem in 
replacing Joe Theismann a scampering triggerman who will be sorely missed by brilliant 
passcatching Tom Gatewood. Nevertheless, Gatewood is a top All-American candidate 
along with Irish defensive stars Clarence Ellis, Walt Patulski and Mike Kadish. 
Quarterback also is a problem for Michigan’s Bo Schembechle, who lost talented Don 
Moorehead, and Ohio State’s Hayes, whose keenest lost among an outstanding Buckeye 
squad was ball-handier Rex Kern. 
If Northwestern’s Alex Agase, named Coach of 1970 by the Football Writers of 
America, has a Big Ten title chance, it probably rides on the arm of the league's best 
returning quarterback, Maury Daigneau, who formed the Big Ten’s top aerial combination 
last season with returning flanker Barry Pearson. 
The Mid-American Conference should again be dominated by Toledo, which scored a 
third straight Tangerine Bowl triumph last season and ran up the nation’s longest major 
winning streak, 23 games. Toledo’s only loss was head Coach Francis X. Lauterbur who 
left for greener Big Ten pastures at Iowa. 
Last year’s seventh Midlands bowl team was Louisville, which played a 24-24 tie with 
Long Beach State in the Pasadena Bowl and appears solid enough to retain the Missouri 
Valley Conference title. The MVC swells to seven members this season with addition of 
Drake and West Texas State. 
Both the Big Ten and Big Eight unveil two new coaches. In the Big Ten, Lauterbur 
makes his debut at Iowa along with erstwhile Ivy League kingpin Bob Blackman of 
Dartmouth, who tries to rekindle Illinois’ fading football fortunes. 
In the Big Eight, the new leaders are Don Fambrough at Kansas and Al Onofio at 
Missouri. 
Among thp Midwest independents, Notre Dame’s Fighting Irish should pick up where 
they left off last season with a 24-11 Cotton Bowl triumph which shattered Texas’ 30-game 
winning streak. 
A sentimental independent contender will be Marshall, trying to erase the tragic blow 
of having almost its entire team and coaching staff killed in a 1970 plane crash. 
In the Big Ten, it is unlikely that Coach Hayes will come up with another Ohio State 
sophomore club like that which stormed to the nati onal title in 1968. 
Thus the Big Ten, also unveiling a new commissioner in Wayne Duke who shifted from 
the top post of the Big Eight to succeed the late Bill Reed, could produce a wide-open 
race. 
Michigan, with fleet running backs in Billy Taylor, Glenn Doughty and Fritz Seyferth, 
may be the team to beat, closely pressed by Northwestern, Michigan State, and perhaps 
Wisconsin, Purdue or Illinois. 
Like Wisconsin, with Neil Graff, Minnesota also could make a stir with a solid 
quarterback, Carig Curry, the Big Ten’s total offense leader last season. 
Michigan State could be a sleeper with a good mixture of veterans and sophomores, 
including seasoned quarterbacks Mike Rasmussen and George Mihaiu, and elusive Eric 
“ The Flea” Allen. 
It’s hard to envision a stumble for defending national champion Nebraska, but it could 
happen in the Big Eight Finale against Oklahoma- if the Cornhuskers don’t get frisked by 
Colorado three weeks earlier. 
Oklahoma has a batch of talent back from the 1970 Sooner club which finished 7-4, but 
needs more aerial yardage from quarterback Jack Mildren, a smooth tri pie optioi 
practicioner. lColorado looks strongest among the rest of the Big Eight. The Buffs break 
in new quarterback Ken Johnson to steer two big fine backs, John Keyworth, 22b, and 
John Traver, 220.
